THE VISITING NURSE' 


Hare Boards of Education the Right 


to Engage One Without Con- 


sulting Councils? 


Some months ago the board of edu- 


cation of the city of Stevens Point 
voted to engage a visiting nurse or 
"teacher of hygiene." 
Although it 


seemed to be generally agreed at the 
time that the move was a good one, 
so far as the mental and physical de- 
velopment of the school children went, 
there has been some question as to the 
advisability of making the expendi- 
ture at" this time. 


Some person, who may or may not 


be a resident of Stevens Point, wrote 
the following inquiry to Tha Wiscon- 
sin Municipality, a monthly maga- 
zine published at Madison: 


"Our local board of education has 


employed a 'teacher of hygiene' or 
\isiting nurse for the public schools 
without consulting the common coun- 
cil. 
It is an added expense of about 


one thousand dollars a year which the 
council would like to eliminate for the 
present at least. Can we do it?" 


The reply, which is clearly applic- 


able to Stevens Point, in view of the 
fact that the city is operating under 
the general charter law, adopted in 
1903, is, in part, as follows: 
"In reply to your letter, asking 


with reference to the power of your 
city council in connection with the 
hiring of a visiting nurse by your 
school board, would say that we have 
taken the matter up, and have con- 
sulted with the department of edu- 
cation at the capital, as well as with 
several other authorities. It has been 
difficult for us to get an opinion on 
this subject because of the great num- 
ber of special school laws jtill in force 
in the state. According to our infor- 
mation here your city adopted the 
general charter law in 1903, and is 
consequently operating under it at the 
present time, but we have been un- 
able to find exactly what school law 
your board of educationis organized 
under. 
The power of your council 


over the school board would depend 
to a large extent upon the special 
powers conferred upon your school 
board, should it be organized under a 
special law. 
"In discussirg the matter, Mr. Har- 


per, of the state superintendent's of- 
fice, who probably has made a greater 
study of the school laws of the state 
than anyone else, was of the general 
opinion that your board of education 
would have a right to hire a teacher 
for the purpose you mention. Under 
the general charter law the control of 
the city council over the school board 
is limited almost entirely to finances. 
The council approves the budget and 
levies the taxes, but it is not charged 
with either determining the course of 
instructioa, the hiring of teachers, nor 
the fixing of their salaries. 


"Under the general charter law the 


board of education is given the power 
to determine the course of study, to 
hire the teachers, to define their duties 
and to fix their salaries. The statutes 
also require instruction in hygiene to 
be given in all schools. 
"There are visiting nurses in all but 


ejght or nine of the cities of the state 
having a population of 5,000 and o\er. 
In the citic« of Gieen Bay, Neenah, 
CKLko=-h. Racine, Wausau and Keno- 
•-ha, at lc."c-t, such nurses are ma.n- 
taint-v! bv the school board "

Board of Supervisors Pay Visit to the 


County Farm—Good Crops 


Raised Last Season. 


With the exception of Geo. Wolf, 
Sr., of Eau Pleine, who was detained 
at home on account of illness in the 
family, every member of the county 
board of supervisors made the annual 
trip of inspection to the county farm 
near Amherst Junction last Friday. 
Most of them went from this city on 
the Soo train at 10:20 that morning 
and returned in the evening. 
The 


farm, which is in charge of Mr. and 
Mrs. H. J. Kankrud, was found to be 
in tip top condition, the barns and 
other outbuildings in good repair and 
the large brick residence is a model 
of comfort and convenience. 


Fifteen indigent residents of Por- 


tage county are now being cared for 
at this home, but it is expected the 
number will be materially increased 
within a few weeks. During the past 
year a total of 26 sought food and 
shelter here, the largest number at 
any one time being 23. Four deaths 
of old people occurred during the 
twelve months. 
Crops raised last season include 


! 2,240 bushels of oats, 320 bushels of 
rye and 2,325 of potatoes. Mr. Kank- 
rud and his assistants also harvested 
60 tons of hay and 150 tons of ensil- 
age.The live stock comprises 46 head 
of cattle, 40 pigs and six work horses, 
besides a large number of handsome 
chickens. Two crops of strawberries 
were raised in the garden.

ments recently completed are cement 
porches on the front and west side of 
the house.

Council's Investigating Committee Re- 


ceives Report on Analysis 


of Samples. 


Pure water, like pure gold, isn't 


usually found on the surface, and for 
that reason Aldermen Van llec-ke, 
Firkus and King, comprising the com- 
mon council's special 
investigating 


committee, 
were 
not 
disc-out used 


when the state hygienic laboratory at 
Madison submitted what, to the per- 
son unfamiliar with conditions, ap- 
pear to be unfavorable reports on the 
samples of water secured from the 
vicinity of the Big Plover river, where 
two experimental wells have been 
sunk. 
To begin with, the committee, be- 


ing satisfied in advance that water of 
excellent quality for domestic use is 
available at most any point along the 
Plover, set about to determine wheth- 
er a supply sufficient in quantity can 
be developed. Accordingly, they chose 
two sites for their experiments, one 
containing springs and the other, to 
all external appearances, springless. 


On August 23 samples of water 


dipped from the surface were sent to 
Madison. The sample from site No. 
1, being from the land known as the 
Brown estate, was pronounced to be 
safe, though of only fair quality. 
Sample No. 2, taken from the Butter- 
field place, where springs abound, was 
reported to be not entirely satisfac- 
tory, with considerable organic matter 
present. 


On September 29, after water had 


been pumped at the rate of 130 gal- 
lons a minute for an hour, samples 
were again submitted from No. 2 and 
a marked decrease in the amount of 
bacteria present was reported. The 
chemical analysis was summed up as 
follows: "Water appears to be safe 
at the present time. There are indi- 
cations of the presence of some sur- 
face material, suggesting that the 
spring is not well protected." 
| 
After the water had remained stag- 


nant for over a month, on November 
11 more samples were sent in. "Water 
! appears unsafe" and "Water appears 
'unsatisfactory" were the conclusions 
reporter for 
No. 1, while there- 


port on No. 2 was "Water appears 
unsafe" and "Water not entirely sat- 
isfactory." 
The committee, in submitting the 


samples for analysis, expected re- 
' ports of even more unfavorable char- 
I acter, and they are consequently more 
'certain than ever that good water is 
I procurable. In this belief they have 
! been encouraged by an engineer who 
' is as high in authority as can be se- 
cured, and they expect to go ahead 
and demonstrate that the banks of the 
Big Plover hold the solution of Stev- 
!ens Point's water problem. 


MOVE FOR NEW SCHOOL 


Voters of Consolidated District in 


Buena Vista Authorize Loan and 


Select Site. 


The proposition of establishing a 


consolidated school in the town of 
Buena Vista took another stride to- 
ward 
realization 
Monday evening, 


when about 175 voters, both men and 
women, met at Union hall, author- 
ized the borrowing of $9,000 and de- 
cided upon the site for the new insti- 
tution. 
After a motion to adjourn until 


the annual school meeting in July 
had been voted down, 100 to 71, the 
following question was presented: 
"Shall school district No. 1 of the 
town of Buena Vi^ca, Portage county, 
borrow $9,000 f-om the trust funds 
of the state of. Wisconsin for the pur- 
pose of building a new school build- 
ing?" This was carried by a vote 
of" 90 to 74. The district board was 
next authorized to purchase, through 
condemnation proceedings if necess- 
ary, four acres of land adjoining that 
on which Union hall is located, as the 
site of the new school. This loca- 
tion is the most convenient available, 
considering highway facilities, and it 
is the plan to add to it as deemed 
necessary in the future. 
The new district, which is the first 


under the consolidation plan in Port- 
a^e county, is composed of old dis- 
tricts Nos. 1, 2, 3 and 4. They were 
joined by action of the town board 
on October 15, and on October 25th 
officers were elected as follows: L. 
A Precourt, clerk; Andrew Yokers, 
Sr., treasurer, and S. Whittaker, di- 
rector. 
. 
Although the movement to consol- 


idate the four districts was attended 
by a spirited contest, it is believed 
that now that the voters of the dis- 
trict have, through a majority vote, 
taken the stand above outlined, the 
spirit of cooperation will again be in 
evidence. Messrs. Precourt, Yokers 
and Whittaker are among the best 
citizens of Buena Vista and can be 
relied upon to discharge their duties 
in a capable and efficient manner. 


The money from the state trust 


fund will be available about March 
1, 191C, and payable at the rate of 
$1,000 per year, with 4 per cent m- 
terestl In additipn, the district is 
entitled to $3,000 aid from the state 
fund for consolidated schools. 
The 


school building will be modern in 
every respect, built to accommodate 
200 students, and will house both, 
graded and high school sections. The 
last named department will be built 
up as necessary until a regular four 
year course is established.

Personally, I am convinced that 


ivery patient suffering from tuberclu- 
osis should, if at all possible (and it 
s usually possible for an individual 
patient), be treated in a tuberculosis 
sanatorium. The chances for recovery 
are seldom so good under any other 
conditions. 
If, therefore, arrange- 


ments can be made to have the patient 
enter a sanatorium, you will do best 
for the patient, for the boarders, and 
for your own family. 


Concerning the second and alter- 


native phase of the problem, it is not 
a_t all impossible for well people to 
live in fairly close contact with con- 
sumptives without serious danger to 
their health. It is being done every, 
day in the sanatoria. In your prob- I 
lem of safeguarding the boarders, the 
greatest demand is for the patient to 
be furnished with separate dishes 
which should be washed and handled 
separately from those used by the 
family and boarders. A practical sug- 
gestion for private families is offered 
by sanatoria which use dishes of dif- 
ferent pattern for patients than that 
of dishes used for those not suffering 
from the disease. 
This makes acci- 


dental mixing almost impossible. 


Preventing 
tuberculosis 
requires 


more intelligent vigilance than pro- 
found knowledge because there is but 
one source of danger in pulmonary 
consumption and that is in the dis"- 
charges from the patient's lungs. But 
there are many possible ways in which 
a person who is in close contact with a 
patient can get the germs of the dis- 
ease in his system (luring a twenty- 
four hour day. Here are a few of the 
most important warnings: 


Don't shake hands with a consump- 


tive. 


Don't kiss a consumptive. 
Don't drink from his glass. 
Don't handle bedding, papers, etc., 


without thoroughly washing 
hands 


afterwards and possibly rinsing them 
in alcohol.

MARKETING THE TUBERS 


Bulletin Issued by University Gives 


Interesting Facts About Wiscon- 


sin Potato Industry. 


"The Marketing of Wisconsin Pota 


toes," is the title of Bulletin 256 o: 
the agricultural experiment station o: 
the University of Wisconsin. 
The 


bulletin, which is by H. C. Taylor 
discusses in detail the methods pur- 
sued in handling potatoes from the 
producer to the consumer and is 
illustrated with pictures, maps anc 
charts. 


Following are a few extracts from 
the pamphlet: 


According to the last census, Wis- 


consin produced 31,968,195 bushels ol 
potatoes in 1909. The greatest con- 
centration of potato-production 
is 


fonnd in the central part of the state 
Portage, Waupaca, and Waushara are 
our principal potato-producing coun- 
ties, growing nearly one quarter of 
the supply of the state. Sauk County 
ranks next in importance. 
Adams, 


Juneau, and Marquette counties are 
also known commercially in the pota- 
to business. 
These seven counties 


produce about a third of the potato 
crop of the state and constitute the 
largest center from which potatoes 
are shipped outside of the state. 


While some potatoes are stored in 


the warehouses of the dealers in the 
local towns and a few are shipped for 
storage in the city where they are 
consumed the storage function is pre- 
formed, in a large measure, by the 
fanners. The dealers' warehouses in 
the potato district of Central Wiscon- 
sin would, if filled, hold about one- 
third of the potatoes grown in that 
region. In fact, the warehouses seem 
to be used more as reservoirs to equ- 
alize the irregular receipts of pota- 
toes from the farmers in order to 
have a continuous supply for ship- 
ment. It is believed that much more 
than two-thirds of the potatoes are 
stored for a longer or shorter period 
on the farm. 


There are several reasons why the 


farmers should do the storing." The 
potatoes are dug in a short time in 
the fall and if it were necessary to 
get cars enough to ship twenty million 
bushels in a month, the cost to the 
transportation 
companies would bo 


greatly increased. The local dealers 
would be swamped for a short time 
and then have no potatoes to handle 
for eleven months. The farmer who 
is very far from the station finds it 
more practical to devote all his time 
to digging potatoes during potato har- 
vest and then haul them to town when 
other work is not so pressing. 
Farm 


storage means that the farmer is ren- 
dering an additional service, which 
he can render more cheaply that the 
city capitalist. 


While economy of energy on the 


farm at digging-time, economv in the 
use of transportation facilities, and 
economy in storage facilities point 
toward the desirability of farm stor- 
age of potatoes, the real test on which 
the farmer should base his decision is 
that of relative profitableness. Whe- 
ther it will pay better to sell from the 
field or to store the potatoes is a mat- 
ter of costs and prices. Obviously, 
it costs the farmer who is distant 
from the railway station more to mar- 
ket directly than to store because of 
the high value of man and horse labor

Sec. 1. It shall be unlawful for

ation Begins New Season Most 


Auspiciously. 


The first fall meeting of the Stev- 


ens Point Business Men's association 
was held in the public library club 
rooms last Thursday evening, and it 
was perhaps the most auspicious 
"opener" in the association's history. 
Disappointed in the attempt to secure 
an out-of-town speaker, although Wil- 
liam George Bruce, secretary of the 
Milwaukee Merchants & Manufactur- 
ers association, had promised to be 
present, it was a case of falling back 
on "home talent," and the results were 
such as to warrant future repetitions 
of the course pursued. 


After the dinner hour, during which 


a corps of young lady students of the 
Normal, under the supervision of Miso 
Bessie M. Allen, director of the do- 
mestic science department, served an 
excellent menu to seventy, including 
a number of members of the county 
board of supervisors, who were invited 
guests, short talks were made by Prof. 
O. W. Neale and Martin Luther, both 
of whom are newcomers among the 
citizenry of Stevens Point. 
Both 


commended the 
spirit of 
Stevens 


Point's business men. and emphasized 
some cardinal rules for civic develop- 
ment. A. E. Bourn, county clerk, was 
also called upon and read a letter from 
L. H. Cook of Wausau, county clerk of 
Marathon county, which was replete 
•with good natured satire and humor. 
Portage county was the target for Mr. 
Cook's shots, and Mr. Bourn freely ad- 
mitted he was paid back in full for all 
the provoking statements he had made 
regarding Marathon county. 


Attorney W. E. Fisher brought out 


the real topic for discussion when he 
presented a resolution providing that 
the association go on record as being 
in favor of the engagement of a coun- 
ty agricultural representative and that 
this information be conveyed to the 
county board. 
After a few words of 


explanation Mr. Fisher gave way to 
W. B. Angelo, who, through his famil- 
iarity with farming conditions in this 
and other counties and his acquaint- 
ance with the work being done by 
county agents, was able to give much 
information on the subject. Mr. An- 
gelo pictured typical farming condi- 
tions, showing how many acres of 
land, by reason of neglect in restoring 
properties that have been depleted 
through years of crop cultivation, have 
approached the point whcie expert 
diagnosis and treatment is necessary. 
He quoted statistics and cited ex- 
amples to show why an agricultural 
agent is a dividend paying investment. 


C. E. Urbahns, though not a farmer, 


is no less interested in agricultural 
development, through his position as 
superintendent of the northern divi- 
sion of the Soo line. In taking up the 
county agent discussion after Mr. An- 
gelo had concluded, he gave some im- 
pressions in regard to the movement 
he had gleaned from the address de- 
livered by E. L. Luther at the court 
house on* Wednesday evening. Pres. 
John F. Sims of the Normal school 
also came out as an enthusiastic ad- 
vocate of the farm supervisor. Speak- 
ing from the standpoint of an educator 
•who has a personal interest in agri- 
cultural advancement, he recounted 
the strides that have been made in the 
last fifty years and expressed the hope 
that the county board would take the 
road to progress by authorizing the 
employment of a county agent.

READY TGVACCEPT JOB 


Common Council Satisfied With Nor- 


mal Ave. Pavement—Contract- 


ors Must File Bond. 


Only the filing of satisfactory main- 


tenance bond stands in the way of the 
complete acceptance by the city of 
Stevens Point of the new asphaltic 
concrete pavement on Normal avenue. 


At a meeting of the common coun- 


cil Tuesday evening, the board of pub- 
lic works, composed of Alderman J. 
E. Leahy, Comptroller G. L. Rogers 
and City Attorney W. B. Murat, pre- 
sented a report stating that they had 
carefully inspected the new street and 
recommending that it be accepted as 
soon as a suitable bond guaranteeing 
maintenance for five years, without 
cost to the city, is filed by the con- 
tractors, J. Rasmussen & Sons Co., 
according to agreement. It was fur- 
ther voted to pay the city's share of 
the cost, nearly $4,000, as soon as the 
bond is approved by the city attorney. 


A report by W. F. Reichardt, the 


city's consulting engineer, showed the 
total cost of the improvements on 
Normal avenue to be $20,496, divided 
into the following items: 
10,«22.2 


square yards of paving at $1.35, $14,- 
339.97; 4,781 cubic yards of excavat- 
ing at 35 cents, -$1,073.30; 8/518.4 
lineal feet of concrete curb and gutter 
at 45 cents, $3,878.28; 379 lineal feet 
of retaining curb at 20 cents, $79.40; 
14 catch basins at $.35, $490; 2 catch 
basin inlets at $17.50, $35. 


A resolution, introduced by Alder- 


man I'layman and passed, provides 
that the city borrow $10,000 from the 
First National bank, payable on or 
before January 1. This money will be 
u«ed in redeeming the First ward 
school bonds, which were clue Nov. 15. 
The new issue of bonds are not yet 
ready, owing to delay in printing. 


The board of public works was in- 


structed, on motion of Alderman Mc- 
Donald, to investigate the manholes 
installed on Normal avenue and re- 
port as to whether or not the water 
company is liable for the cost.

Attorney Murat of the board of pub- 
lic works stated that the manholes 
had been put in under protest and 
that if the water company is legally 
liable they will be held for the cost.

QUARTER CENTURY AGO

He was married here in 1872 
to Miss Mary McMahon, who survives 
him with three children, two boys and 
one girl. Two brothers and one sister, 
William, of Nevada, and Alex and 
Miss Anna, of Wausau, are left to 
mourn. 


Shortly after nine o'clock on Thurs- 


day forenoon last, Frederick C. Rose- 
now, an aged resident of this city, was 
run over and killed by a switch train 
near the east end of the Wisconsin 
Central railroad bridge. The deceased 
was born in Pomerania, Germany, 
Aug. 22, 1816, and came to America 
in 1857, locating in this city.

year or two, was given new impetus j 
by an address delivered to members 
of the county board, farmers and busi- 
ness men at the court house la*t \\ ed- 
nc^day evening by E. L. Luther, state 
supervisor 
of 
county agricultural 


agents and director of farmers' insti- 
tutes in Wisconsin. 
Mr. Luther has the distinction of 


ha\ing been the first county agricul- 
tural agent in the United States, hav- 
ing served Oneida county in that capa- 
city from 1912 until he was appointed 
to his present position, and is a recog- 
nized authority on scientific farming. 
Strictest attention was given him dur- 
ing his two hour talk, which was made 
clearer by the use of stereopticon 
views and maps. 


The duties of the county agent, his 


accomplishments in Wisconsin and 
other states, as well as in European 
countries, and future possibilities of 
farm supervision were discussed by 
Mr. Luther in more or less detail. 
Probably most of those who heard 
him were previously familiar to some 
extent with the subject, but it is cer- 
tain that all were given clearer con- 
ceptions of the duties and the value of 
county agents tham ever before.

MADE NOVEL TEST 


Soo Line Duplicates 111 Fated Train 


To Establish Facts Concerning 


Accident. 


In order to reach an accurate de- 


termination as to the circumstances 
surrounding the catastrophe at Unity 
a few weeks ago, when a northbound 
train crashed into an automobile and 
caused the death of four prominent 
Marshfield men, the Soo line carried 
out a novel test last Friday. 


A train—the same in every respect 


as that which figured in the tragedy, 
even to the personnel of the crew— 
was made up at Stevens Point and. 
with officials and a number of disin- 
terested men aboard, was run as far 
north as Spencer. 
At the

crossing careful observations were 
made and pictures taken, particularly 
to ascertain the view from the road, 
where an automobile was also used 
to make the experiment as near a 
duplicate of what actually took place 
as possible. 


While no official statement 
has 


been made, it is reported that the 
test strengthened 
two 
contentions: 


That there is a clear and almost un- 
obstructed view of the track from 
the road in question and that the ac- 
cident was due in a large measure 
to a lack of proper precaution on the 
part of those who were passengers 
in the automobile.
